troops, together with British and 
French soldiers, marched with the 
Belgians into Brussels when King A1 
bert returned to his capital y ester­ 
day , the correspondent of the Daily 
Mail say s. 
He writes: 
"I have seen many great ceremon 
ies at many places, but never have I 
seen so vast and varied a crowd so 
carried away in a tum ult of fervor. 
The roy al family stood for the re 
turn of the king at the head of its 
army which had won its freedom and 
its return by its sacrifices. 
Twelve 
divisions of Belgian soldiers, occu­ 
py ing the road for fifteen miles, 
marched to the city , accompanied by 
British, French and American units 
with artillery . 
rhe day was like mid-summer. 
Many airplanes gave fantastic stunts 
in the blue above while others drop­ 
ped streamers on the crowd. 
Every 
window, balcony , roof and street was 
packed over the entire route. ‘ The 
people had provided themselves with 
miniature flags and chry santhemums 
which they rained down on the sol­ 
diers. 
Musical people burst into the 
national song. 
At one place 500 
y oung women sang the Belgian hy inn 
In their soprano voices, while near­ 
by stood a pathetic group of as many 
wounded men."

J ust no w Chairman Hurley of the government shipping board is mak­ 


ing a n a ppea l to manufacturers, producers and merchants to make it such 


a n a sset, a ppa rently o n the 
theory that all it will need is their patronage. 


Almo st simulta neo usly 
comes warning from Charles M. Schwab, direc­ 


to r o f the emergency fleet co rpo ra tio n, 
that our merchant marine “ must 


ha v e pro tectio n” if it is to co mpete 
successfully with 6 ther nations. 
Mr. 


Schwa b sa y s: 


“ The who le peo ple must pa y 
for the privilege of a merchant marine, 


no t the few who o wn the ships. It will he necessary for the nation to pro­ 


v ide pro tectio n fo r this merchant marine which we are now building. 


Whether it will be a fo rm o f subsidy or complete government ownership, 
1 


do no t kno w. 
But pro tectio n 
must be devised to enable our ships to com­ 


pete with the ships o f o ther countries. 
They can not do so under the 


present la w a nd co nditio ns.” 


Mr. Schwa b is a ha rd-hea ded business ma n. 
He knows what he is 


ta lking a bo ut. He kno ws tha t o ther 
nations will compete with us whether 


we will o r no , a nd tha t they will 
compete ruinously if we leave the door 


o pen. 


On the ether ha nd, Mr. Hurley gives no attention io “competition.” 


He seems to rega rd tha t a s o ut o f 
date. 
Instead, he is proposing “coopera­ 


tio n” with the wo rld a t la rge, a nd 
without requiring any measure of co­ 


o pera tio n ba ck. 


A mercha nt ma rine ha s been a great need of this nation many years, 


a nd the Republica n party in and o ut of congress has struggled for it val 


ia ntly . 
But it co uld no t he developed without government help ex tended 


in o ne wa y o r a no ther. 
The 
democratic party stood solidly against any 


such help, despite the fa ct tha t every European nation was subsidizing or 


o therwise a iding its mercha nt ma rine. 


To the democratic party the suggestion of “subsidy” was like shaking 


a red ra g befo re a bull. 
Its first pet aversion was 
protection,

ca me the subsidy . #lt sought to make bywords and hissings of both. 
It 


nev er fo o led the workers of America as to protection; but the idea of a 


subsidy — the giving o f something to a corporation in order to make the 


business o f running ships profitable— was hooted down so long and per­ 


sistently tha t ev en go o d 
republicans began to doubt its wisdom or to fear 


to insist on it. 


But America should not bo fooled even by this prospect. 
We lacked 


preparedness for war. 
If the democratic party has its way, if the glowing 


picture painted by J\lr. Hurley, of what the new merchant marine is going to 


do for us, is given too much weight, we will not pro pare for the days of the 


real test— the days beyond the comparatively short period of Europe’s 


greatest needs. 


Mr. Hurley is going to Europe, ready to fall for European free trade 


plans. 
England has been traveling toward protection. 
There is no doubt 


that she was almost ready to adopt if. 
Her new program for fewer hours 


of labor in a day and for higher wages would seem to warrant It. But the 


nice, fat plum of American trade is promised by the democratic party’s 


policy of free trade or near free trade, and it would be folly for England

or any other free trade country to think now of a reversal of policy.

freights, a nd tha t the ships will come back bringing raw 


ma teria ls. lie does not ask himself what would we do with the raw mater­ 


ia ls if we co ntinued under a tariff law that would allow the conversion of 


these ma teria ls into finished products in Europe, the finished products then 


to be so ld to us a t 
a less price than the raw materials would cost plus tho 


co st o f ma nufa cture here. 


Mr. Hurley Is o n his way to England and the continent “ to give atten­ 


tio n to fo reign trade problems,” instead of listening to such ex perts here 


a s Mr. Schwa b. He is going with the wrong point of view in his head. 
He 


is a ga inst protection and depending on the new merchant marine to do ev­ 


ery thing fo r us, without a suggestion that it will need help other than pat- 


ro ha ge, o r that American industry will need any encouragement to produce 


go o ds for the merchant marine to carry to foreign ports, 


it 
The merchant marine will and must bring foreign products to our 


sho res on return trips. 
Under present laws and conditions, (here products 


must he principally manufactured goods instead of raw materials. 
This 


must be so just so long as America continues to favor the remainder of the 


wo rld with free trade or near free trade. The American merchant marine 


will ca rry to foreign countries such American products as the foreign coun­ 


tries do not themselves produce. 
With their cheaper labor, they will make 


pra ctica lly all their own manufactured goods and have a surplus to send to 


us In co mpetitio n (not cooperation) with similar products turned out here 


a t grea ter co st because of higher wages and better living conditions. What 


they will wa nt of us In return will be raw materials. 
And increasingly as 


Euro pe a nd Asia are able through ruinous competition to shut down our 


mills a nd thus tot decrease the home demand for raw materials, we will 


begin to ha te these ma teria ls to 
spare and will be glad to send them over,

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ANNUAL MESSAGE TO THE CHAPTERS 
OF THE RED CROSS WAR 


To the Chapters of the American Red 
^ Cross: 


The War Council sends greetings to 
the chapters of the American Red Cross 
on the occasion of their annual meetings 
for 19 18. 


With these greetings go congratula­ 
tions 
the great work of the chapters 
during the past year and, above>.all 
things, on the wonderful spirit of sac­ 
rifice and patriotism which has pervad­ 
ed that work. 


The strength of the Red Cross rests 
upon its chapters. 
They are its bone 
and sinew. They supply its funds, they 
supply its men and women, they supply 
its enthusiasm. 
Let us, then, review 
together the Red Cross story of the 
past year. 


Some idea of the size to which your 
Red Cross family has grown may be 
gathered from the following facts: 


On May 1, 19 17, just before the ap­ 
pointment of the War Council, the 
American Red Cross had 48 6 J9 4 mem­ 
bers working through 5G2 chapters. 


On July 81, 19 18, the organization 
numbered 20,6 48,108 annual members, 
besides 8,000,000 members of the Jun­ 
ior Red Cross—a total enrollment of 
over one-fourth the population of the 
United States. 


These members now carry on their 
Red Cross work through 8,854 chap­ 
ters, which again divide themselves in­ 
to some 8)0,000 branches and auxiliaries. 


Since the beginning of the war, you 
of the chapters have co-operated with 
the War Council in conducting two war 
fund drives and one membership drive, 
in addition to the campaign on behalf 
of the Junior Red Cross. 


The total actual collection to date 
from the first war fund have amounted 
to more than $115,000,000. 
The sub­ 
scriptions to the second war fund 
amounted to upwards of $176 ,000,000. 
From membership dues the collec­ 
tions have amounted to approximately 
$24,500.000.

To the foregoing must be added 
that very large contribution of mater­ 
ials and time given by the millions of 
women throughout the country in sur­ 
gical dressings, in knitted articles, in 
hospital and refugee garments, in can­ 
teen work, and the other activities the 
chapters have been called upon to per­ 
form. 
It is estimated that approximately 
8,000,000 women are engaged in can­ 
teen work and the productioh of relief 
supplies through the chapters. 
For the period up to July 1, 19 18, 
American Red Cross chapters, though 
their workrooms had produced: 


49 0,120 refugee garments. 
7,128,6 21 hospital supplies. 
10,786 ,489 hospital garments. 
10,184,501 knitted articles. 
19 2,748,107 surgical dressings. 


A total of 221,282,888 articles—of an 
estimated aggregate value of at least 
$44,000,000. 
These articles were largely the pro­ 
duct of women’s hands, and, by the same 
token, infinitely more precious than 
could have been the output of factories 
or machines. These articles going to 
the operating rooms of the hospitals, to 
homeless or needy refugees, and carry­ 
ing comfort to our own boys in the 
field, convey a message of love from the 
women of this country entirely distinct 
from the great money value attaching 
to their handiwork. 
By the terms under which the first 
Red Cross war fund was raised, the 
chapters were entitled to retain 25 per 
cent of the amount collected, in order to 
defray local expenses, to carry on their 
home service work, to purchase mater­ 
ials to be utilized in chapter production 
and otherwise to meet the numerous 
calls made upon them. 
The chapters 
were thus entitled to retain nearly 
$29 ,000,000. As a matter of fact, their 
actual retentions amounted to only 
about $22,000,000. 
Out of collections from annual mem-' 
bershyis, the chapters have retained 
about $11,000,000.

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From this total'sum, therefore, of 
$88 ,000,000 retained by the chapters, 
they have met all the oftentimes very 
heavy local demands upon them, and in 
addition have provided for use by Na­ 
tional Headquarters products valued, 
as stated above, at upwards of $44,000,- 
000. 
The chapters have in effect returned 
to the War Council, not alone the $88,- 
000,000 retained out of the war fund 
and membership dues but, in value of 
actual product, an additional contribu- 
_ tion of atJeast $11,000,000. 
It will thus be seen that during the 
eighteen months which have elapsed 
since the United States entered the 
war, the American people will have 
either paid in or pledged to the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross for its work of relief 
throughout the world, in money or in 
material values, a net total of at least 
$825,000,000. 
This outpouring of generosity in ma­ 
terial things has been accompanied by 
a sponteneity in the giving, by an en­ 
thusiasm and a devotion in the doing, 
which, after all, are greater and bigger 
than could be anything measured in 
terms of time or dollars. 
It has been because of this spirit 
which has pervaded all American Red 
Cross effort in this war that the aged 
governor of one of the stricken and bat­ 
tered provinces of France stated, not 
long since, that, though France had long 
known of America’s greatness, strength 
and enterprise, it remained 
for 
the 
American Red Cross in this war to re­ 
veal America’s heart. 
In this country, at this moment, the 
workers of the Red Cross, through its 
chapters, are helping to add to the com­ 
fort and health of the millions of our 
soldiers in 102 camps and cantonments, 
as well as of those traveling on railroad 
trains or embarking on ships for duty 
overseas. 
r£he Home Service of the Red Cross, 
with its more" than 40,000 workers, is 
extending its ministrations of sympa­ 
thy and counsel each month to upwards 
of 100,000 families, left behind by sol­ 
diers at the front—a 
number 
ever 
growing with the increase of our men 
under arms. 
But, of course, the heart of the Red 
Cross and its money and attention al­ 
ways move toward and focus them­ 
selves in Europe where the American 
Red Cross, as truly “the greatest moth­ 
er in the world,” is seeking to draw “a 
vast net of mercy through an ocean of 
unspeakable pain.” 
Nothing is withheld that can be giv­ 
en over there to supplement the efforts 
of our Army and Navy in caring for 
our own boys. The Red Cross does not 
pretend to do the work of the Medical 
Corps of the Army or the Navy; its 
purpose is to help and to supplement. 
Nor does the Red Cross seek to glor­ 
ify what it does or those who do it; our 
satisfaction is in the result, which, we 
are assured by Secretary Baker, Gen­ 
eral Pershing, General Ireland and all 
our leaders, is of inestimable value and 
of indispensable importance. 
By tho first of Jan u ary, your Red Cross will 
have working in France upw ards of 5,000 Ameri­ 
cans— a vivid contrast to the little group of eight­ 
een men and women, which as the first Red Cross 
Commission to France, sailed about Ju n e 1, 19 17 , 
to initiate our efforts in Europe. 


Under your Commission to France the work has 
been carefully organized, facilities have been pro­ 
vided, and effective efforts m ade to so co-operate 
with the Army as to carry out the determination 
of the American people, and especially of the mem­ 
bers of the Red Cross, that our boys “ over there” 
shall lack for nothing which may add to their 
safety, conrfort and happiness. 
Your Red Cross now has active, operating 
com m issions in France, in England, in Italy, in 
Belgium , 
in 
Switzerland, 
in 
Palestine 
and 
in 
Greece. 
You have sent a shipload of relief su p ­ 
plies and a group of devoted workers to northern 
R u ssia ; you have despatched a commission to work 
behind our arm ies in eastern Siberia; you have 
sent special representatives to Denmark, Serbia and 
to the Island of Madeira. 
Your Red Cross is thus extending relief to 
the arm ies and navies of our Allies; and you are 
carrying a practical m essage of hope and relief to 
tho friendly peoples of afflicted Europe and Asia, 
Indeed, we are told by those best Informed 
in tho countries of our Allies that the efforts of 
your Red Cross to aid the soldiers and to sustain 
the morale of the civilian populations left at home, 
especially in France and Italy, have constituted a 
very real factor in winning the war.
